A clause has however been added authorising the Government, 
within a period of 18 months from the publication of the new Law, 
if it is agreed to by Parliament, to hand over the construction and 
working of the aqueduct to private enterprise under the conditions 

4 laid down in the Law of 26th June, 1902. If, therefore, as appears 
probable from the reception with which the project has met in the 
Chamber, the new Bill should with certain modifications. be 
adopted, the participation of foreign capital is not necessarily 
excluded. 








According to statistics published in the ‘ Bulletin de la Chambre 
de Commerce francaise de Milan” there are at 

Motor Cars. the present time only 1,870 motor cars in the 

whole of Italy. There is undoubtedly room, in 
the opinion of the “ Bulletin,” for a great increase in the importa- 
tion of these articles.

He encloses a cutting from one of the local 
newspapers, from which it appears that the available space is 
being rapidly applied for. In the Hydraulic section, various 
manufacturers of cement, lime and other materials have already 
asked for space; and many engineers have applied for room to 
exhibit plans of important works already constructed, or in project. 
The principal foreign manufacturers of machinery are also applying 
largely for space. 





BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Denmark.—H.M. Consul at Copenhagen, in a recent report to 
the Foreign Office, remarks :-— 

“Tt constantly occurs that travellers arrive here without any 
knowledge whatever of the regulations applicable to them (see © 
Board of Trade Memorandum on Commercial Travellers (Cd. 1,961 | 
in most cases believing that a passport or other papers of identity 
are sufficient. I would therefore point out that it is most impor- 
tant that every traveller should bring the requisite certificate, as 
otherwise he is liable to deposit 64 kr. (3/. 11s.), which can only 
be recovered if the necessary document is produced within a 
month. 

“In cases where the principal of a firm travels himself, he must 
bring with him a certificate issued in a similar manner, and 
endorsed, &c., as above. 

‘‘ According to the ordinary law’ in Denmark, foreigners are only 
allowed to carry on business in their own name after a residence 
of five years, but subjects of States in which there is no such 
restriction are excepted, and therefore British subjects are at 
liberty to start in business at once when they take up their 
residence in Denmark. This fact appears to be very little known. 

‘“ At present the number of British merchants in Copenhagen is 
very limited indeed, though with its free port and large transit 
trade with Scandinavia and the Baltic ports it offers good prospects 
in all ways for British traders who wish to start business in their 
own name, or even open branches here.” (Foreign Office, Annual 
Series, 3,180.) 
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Taganrog.—The report for 1903 of the British Vice-Consul at 
Taganrog (Annual Series, 3,173), remarks that there are plenty of 
openings for British trade even in Taganrog, as there is hardly any 
branch of British industry that would not find a ready market in 
Russia. Butif British manufacturers wish to do any business in 
these parts they must adopt some more effective means of pushing 
their wares. 

The sore point of the local buyer is lack of ready cash and 
therefore what he wants is credit, without which it is out of the 
question to do any business in Taganrog. 

Something could be done in agricultural machinery, as the 
Taganrog Agricultural Society has opened stores to enable its 
members as well as the peasants of the district to obtain, on easy 
terms, first-class agricultural machinery and implements. In this 
case, as in others, liberal credit would be expected. 


Mariupol.—The British Vice-Consul at Mariupol, in his report 
for last year, states that the various articles which might be 
supplied by British traders and manufacturers have been fully 
enumerated in previous reports, and consist of raw and manu- 
factured goods required by the many metallurgical and mechanical 
works and coal mines in the Donetz Basin. During the last few 
years many of the foreign directors and managers of works and 
mines have been replaced by Russian engineers, and there is now 
a general tendency to give every preference to goods and materials 
of Russian origin and manufacture. Many contracts now stipulate 
that only Russian materials are to be employed, and it is a general 
rule for all railway companies’ advertisements for tenders for 
the supply of iron, steel, tools, files, shovels, &c., to contain the 
above-mentioned clause. 

British firms wishing to secure a portion of the trade must be 
prepared to meet keen competition, and at the same time they will 
find business in most branches very difficult. As pointed out in 
the Vice-Consul’s report for 1902 (Annual Series, 3,115), in order 
to ensure success, reliable representatives should be appointed at 
the principal commercial centres, where, when possible, a stock 
should be held. It is needless to say that prices should be quoted 
in Russian currency delivered at a Russian port or railway station. 
Many Continental firms even take the Customs clearance upon 
themselves, and quote prices delivered at any town or station in 
the interior, they also give three to six months’ credit, but this 
does not always give good results. 

With Germany, France and Austria-Hungary a fair business 
is done by means of the parcel post. The principal articles 
imported are haberdashery, drapers’ goods, perfumes, cosmetics, 
photographic appliances, cutlery, &c. 
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Russian manufactories have made great strides during the last 
decade, and many articles which were formerly imported into 
Russia in large quantities have now completely disappeared from 
the list of imports, while others are rapidly dwindling down to 
insignificant figures. As an example of the latter may be men- 
tioned pig-iron, manufactured iron and other metals, which were, 
in former years, supplied in large quantities by the United 
Kingdom. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,173.) 


The Cyclades——H.M. Consul at Syra, in his report for 1903 
(Annual Series, 3,179), recently issued by the Foreign Office, 
writes as follows :— 

“As regards openings for British trade, there are no further 
suggestions to add to those already given in my last trade report, 
No. 2,957. 

‘“‘In the same report I quoted the principal articles of commerce 
and the different countries which compete with the United King- 
dom in supplying these markets.” 


Persia.—The British Vice-Consul at Bunder Abbas, in his report 
on the trade of 1903 (foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,182) recently 
issued by the Foreign Office, writes as follows :— 

“The Vice-Consul is ready to place British merchants in com- 
munication with local traders, or to give them any information in 
his power, subject to the general rules, on receipt of any inquiry.” 


‘Merchants trading with Persia have doubtless studied the new 
tariff regulations and noticed that with few exceptions the new 
duties are charged by weight, and that such weights include the 
weight of all wrappings, boxes, bottles, barrels, &c., which, according 
to the ordinary trade custom, change hands when the commodities 
are bought and sold. Merchants have doubtless taken steps to 
reduce any unnecessary weight in all coverings which are usually 
sold with the commodity. To facilitate passage of goods through 
the Customs it would seem advisable that merchants and shippers 
should take steps to have the weight with wrappings marked on 
piece-goods, &c., and to show the weight of goods as well as value 
in invoices.’ 


Portland (Maine).—The British Vice-Consul at Portland 
(Maine) in his report to the Foreign Office (Annual Series, 3,175), 
relates the answers, given to a series of questions which he asked 
of a few of the largest retailers in the State. The following are 
the records of two of the interviews, viz. :— 


Retailer A :— 
“What class of foreign goods do you retail ?—Silks, dress 
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goods, laces, handkerchiefs, kid gloves, perfumes, dress trimmings, 
art embroideries, Swiss embroideries and linens. 

‘“‘ What percentage is of British manufacture ?—Perhaps 33 per 
cent. 

“In your opinion could more British manufactured goods be 
retailed ?—-Yes, especially linens and dress fabrics. 

“ What do you suggest as the best means to adopt for increased 
sales ?—Let British manufacturers come in closer touch with the 
local (large) retailer. 

“ Does the question of direct importation enter into the matter ? 
—To a certain extent, yes 

“Do you think it would be beneficial for the manufacturers to 
have a resident representative in this State ?—It would seem so. 

‘What effect does the middleman have upon the present 
sales ?—The effect of absorbing the profit that should go to the 
large retailer, as almost any system which brings the manufacturer 
nearer the retailer is helpful to increased importation. 


Retailer B :— 

“ What class of foreign-made goods do you deal in wholesale ? 
Inlaid linoleums, British corticines, Wilton, India and Turkish 
rugs. 

“In your opinion could more British manufactured goods be 
retailed ?—- Yes. 

‘“‘ What do you suggest as the best means to adopt for increased 
sales ?—-The tariff to a considerable extent determines amount of 
business possible. 

‘“‘ Does the question of direct importation enter into the matter ? 
Yes. If landed here freight rates are more reasonable, and 
transhipment and brokerage charges much less. 

“Do you think it would be beneficial for the manufacturers to 
have a resident representative in this State?—It might in time. 
Do not think present status and conditions would warrant it in our 
time.” 
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TRADE OF THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS IN 1903. 


The Board of Trade have received from the Colonial Secretary 
at Singapore a copy of a report on trade in the Straits Settlements, 
compiled by the Registrar of Imports and Exports, from which 
the following particulars have been extracted :— 


The imports of merchandise into the Colony in 1903 were valued 
at 337,796,000 dols., an increase over the preceding year of more 
than 84 per cent.; the value of the exports was 272,210,000 dols., 
a decrease of about 4 per cent. 


From the United Kingdom goods were received to the value of 
34,400,000 dols., an increase of nearly 5,000,000 dols.; from the 
Continent of Europe 18,750,000 dols., an increase of 3,300,000 
dols.; and from the United States of America about 2,200,000 
dols., an increase of 600,000 dolls.

The imports from the United Kingdom have risen from 427,802 
dols. in 1895, to 463,915 dols. in 1903, while the imports from the 
United States have risen from 751,575 dols. to 938,414 dols. during 
the same period. The latter country is not only supplying the larger 
quantities of food stuffs but other articles which in former years 
formed the bulk of the importations from the United Kingdom, 
such as cotton goods, drugs and chemicals, hardware and cutlery, 
and boots and shoes. 

Owing to the want of communication no trade whatsoever is 
done with Canada, the Colony being dependent on the United 
States for its food supply and for a market for its fruit. 

A general review of the import and export trade shows that the 
prosperity of the colony is still dependent from year to year on 
wood-cutting. This industry will be subject in the near future to 
competition, owing to the rapid development of West Africa, and 
to the settlement and opening up, by the Mexican Government, of 
the territories on the Rio Hondo, which will bring into the market 
large quantities of wood from forests hitherto untouched, against 
which the wood of British Honduras will be unable to compete, 
and unless the fruit and other industries can be so encouraged 
and developed as to induce the population to gradually abandon 
wood-cutting, there is every reason to believe that the majority of 
the wood-cutters will be induced to cross into the neighbouring 
Republics and to gradually leave the colony. 
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TRADE AND CUSTOMS REVENUE OF COREA, 1899-1903. 


Despatches have been received at the Foreign Office from 
H.M. Minister at Seoul, containing particulars respecting the 
foreign trade and Customs revenue of Corea during the last five 
years, from which the following information has been extracted :— 


The trade figures for last year are the highest on record, and 
show a very marked improvement on those of any previous year. 
A country which has attained a foreign trade of nearly 3} millions 
sterling, and has nearly doubled its trade during the last five 
years, can no longer, as it once was, be considered a negligible 
quantity from the commercial point of view, nor is the British 
share in that trade an inconsiderable factor. 


The import trade, in which the United Kingdom is principally 
interested, rose from 1,382,351. in 1902 to 1,859,875l. in 1908. 
Of this the import of cotton goods, about half of which are of 
British origin, represented a sum of 590,000/. as against 546,000J. 
in the preceding year, showing an increase of 44,0001. The 
Customs returns do not differentiate in all cases between British 
and other imports, but the reports from the various Commissioners 
of Customs at the ports all convey the impression that, in spite of 
the severe competition of their Japanese rivals, Manchester goods 
continue to hold their own in the Corean markets. 


The development, under Japanese auspices, of railway construc- 
tion in Corea has given Great Britain an additional interest in the 
import trade. In 1903 railway material was imported to the value 
of 1,748,439 yen (178,500/.), of which fully 1,000,000 yen 
(102,000/.) was of British origin. 


That the trade of Corea is capable of great expansion is proved 
by the progress which it has made in the past in face of great 
disadvantages, not the least of which have been a depreciated 
currency system and the absence of internal communication. 

Corea has so far practically no manufactures, and is entirely 
dependent upon its agricultural resources, which are, however, of 
a very high order. There is probably no other country in Asia 
which is on the whole more favoured by nature, and it enjoys an 
exceptional immunity from earthquakes, floods, droughts, and 
other disasters to which Asiatic lands are generally so exposed. 


The gold export is steadily rising, and is now considerably over 
half-a-million sterling. In the development of its mineral wealth 
by foreign methods lies Corea’s greatest hope for the future.

It should be explained that the total Customs receipts would have 
been considerably larger were it not that railway material, mining 
supplies, and a large variety of articles ordered by the Government 
were admitted duty free.

The expression “ export price” or “selling price” herein shall 
be held to mean and include the exporter’s price for the goods, 
exclusive of all charges thereon after their shipment from the place 
whence exported directly to Canada. 

The foregoing provisions respecting a special duty of Customs 
shall apply to imported round rolled wire rods not over three- 
eights of an inch in diameter, notwithstanding that such rods are 
on the Customs free list : Provided, however, that the special duty 
of Customs on such wire rods shall not exceed 15 per cent. a 
valorem. 

If at any time it shall appear to the satisfaction of the Governor 
in Council, on a report from the Minister of Customs, that the 
payment of the special duty herein pyovided for is being evaded

ad valorem. Woven fabrics of tlax, hemp, or ramie, or of which these 
substauces or either of them is the component material of chief value, 
including such as is known as shirting cloth, weighing less than 44 ounces per 
square yard and containing more than 100 threads to the square inch, 
counting the warpand filling, 35 per cent. ad valorem. 


It has now been decided that, for the purposes of the whole of 
this paragraph, the words “woven fabrics” and “articles” are 
used interchangeably, so that woven fabrics of the descriptions 
mentioned in the first section of the paragraph are subject to the 
proviso to that section, 2.¢c., they are in no case to pay a less rate 
of duty than 50 per cent. ad valorem ; while completed articles of 
the description mentioned in the second section of the paragraph, 
are dutiable at the rate of 35 per cent. ad valorem provided in that 
section. 


Coquille glasses.—Unpolished rough cut or unwrought coquille 
glasses, pieces of plain white or coloured glasses measuring about 
13 inches in the dimension of greatest length and used in the 
manufacture of spectacles and eyeglasses designed to protect the 
eyes from glare or dust, are entitled to free entry under the 
provisions of paragraph 565 of the Tariff. 


Garnitures, hussar sets, and other completed unities, known in 
the trade as “ornaments,” and not composed in part of lace, 
embroidery, beads, or spangles, are dutiable, where not provided 
for eo nomine, as manufactures of their component material wholly 
or in chief value, and not as “ trimmings.” 


Imitations of diamonds and rubies, composed of glass or paste 
and having foil backs, about one-eighth of an inch in diameter and 
pierced to admit of attachment to articles of theatrical apparel, are 
dutiable at the rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 
435 of the Tariff. 


Imitation precious stones—‘‘ dimensions” defined.—In construing 
the provision in paragraph 435 of the Tariff for “imitations of 
precious stones not exceeding an inch in dimensions,” it has been 
decided that the measurement contemplated is the linear measure of 
the articles in their greatest axis, and not cubic measure.

This 
Law is to come into force 90 days after promulgation. 


MEXICO.

With reference to these revised Regulations H.M. Minister at 
Mexico, in a despatch of which a copy has been received at the 
Board of Trade through the Foreign Office, points out that 
extensive alterations have been made in the regulations relating 
to commercial travellers and their samples. Samples of wines, 
spirits, and liquors may now be imported free of duty in quantities 
not exceeding 40 centilitres (7/5 pint) in measure and 400 grammes 
(14 oz.) in net weight. In cases where a single shipper sends a 
number of samples to a single consignee, free admission is inal 
only on condition that the aggregate quantity does not exceed 
5 litres (1), gallon), and that the aggregate weight does not 
exceed 5 kilogs. (11 |bs.). 

Samples of hardware and the like, which have to be entire, may 
be introduced under bond or on deposit of the amount of duty 
leviable under the tariff, and the importing traveller is to te 
furnished with a stamped certificate specifying the particulars 
necessary for the identification of the articles on their being

presented for re-export. On the re-exportation of the samples, 
which may be effected through any Custom House within six 
months, the bond is to be cancelled or the deposit returned as the 
case may be. The Director of Customs, however, is authorised, at 
the request of the interested parties, to extend the time within 
which re-exportation may take place to any period not exceeding 
two years; but in this case the deposit to cover the duties must 
be paid in cash. 


In zones where commercial travellers and their samples are 
subject to fiscal inspection, the stamped certificate above referred 
to is for the future to serve as the document required by law, and 
is also to cover samples taken by a traveller proceeding from one 
Mexican port to another on a foreign vessel. 


The Mexican “ Diario Oficial” for the 20th May contains the text 
of a Presidential Decree providing that special 
tax stamps are to be attached to packets of 
tobacco sold in the country, whether imported 
or of domestic production. The prices of these 
stamps for packets of foreign tobaccos, sifted, cut, in the leaf (en 
hebra), or for chewing, and for packets of foreign snuff, are as

207. Upon all goods bond fide for transhipment or from 
distressed vessels to be re-shipped, landed on the wharf and placed 
in a wharf shed, 6d. per ton per day, for the first six days from 
date of landing, and 10d. per ton per day, during the remaining 
period of occupancy. 


208. All goods not otherwise provided for in these Regulations, 
whether imported or for export, that may remain in a wharf shed 
or elsewhere within the jurisdiction of the wharfmaster over 48 
continuous hours shall pay for such longer period, ls. per ton per 
day for the first six days, and 2s. per ton per day during the 
remaining days of occupancy, for shed rent; or, if deposited on 
Harbour Department land other than in a shed, 6d. per ton per 
day for the first six days, and 1s. per ton per day for the remaining 
days of occupancy.

The 
prices vary with the fluctuation of the home market, but compare 
favourably with those in any other coaling port in the Levant.”

A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office, from the 
British Shippin British Vice-Consul at Chemulpo, who reports 

t Ch md 5 that a very large increase has taken place in 

ae wnemn'po. the British shipping at Chemulpo since the 
beginning of the year. Fourteen steamers with a tonnage of 
22,702 tons have already entered at his Vice-Consulate. This is a 
much higher tonnage than was recorded during the whole of any 
previous year. 

Five of these vessels brought material for the Seoul-Fusan 
railway. The rest of the steamers were, with the exception of one 
which carried kerosine oil, laden with general cargoes. 

The trade of Chemulpo has recently grown rapidly, and the 
Vice-Consul adds that “the completion of the Seoul-Fusan 
railway this year must bring about a great further development. 
In the near future, therefore, the port may be expected to 
become an important shipping centre. It enjoys the advantage 
of possessing the most northerly harbour open to foreign com- 
merce on the west coast of Corea, which is free from ice all the 


year round,”

This Turkish coal has found a small market 
here in the shape of a local steamship company importing it for 
the special use of their steamers in the coasting trade. The quality 
is reported to be inferior to British coal, but it is cheaper by about 
3s. per ton, and since 1900 the import here has risen from 2,910 to 
8,726 tons in 1903, a significant proof that it is gaining ground.” 
(Foreign Office Annual Series, 3,179.) 
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YARNS AND TEXTILES. 


ITALY. 


In a report on the industrial development of Italy, Mr. A. Percy 

Bennett, Commercial Attaché to H.M. Embassy 
Cotton Industry. at Rome, states, with regard to the textile 

industries, that next in importance to the silk 
industry comes the cotton industry, distributed among 730 
factories and employing over 135,000 hands. Rather more than 
half the factories are worked by steam, the remainder by electricity 
and hydraulic power. Out of 80,000 looms employed, 60,000 are 
mechanical. The total production is now calculated at an annual 


value of over 12,000,000. 


According to the last return published by the General Direction of 
Statistics, viz., those for 1902, the spinning and 

omy eee weaving of flax, hemp, and jute—exclusive of 
* “household ” industry—employ about 24,000 

hands, of whom 19,000 are engaged on hemp and flax, and the 
remainder on jute. There are 160 factories working at full 
pressure, 18 of which belong to the jute industry. The total 
number of spindles in use amounts to 101,000, of which 24,000 
are employed in the jute industry. Out of a total of 8,200 looms, 
4,500 are mechanical, the remainder being partly of the “Jacquard ” 
type and partly simple hand looms. These figures do not take 
into account the spindles employed in “‘ household ” manufacture, 
which are calculated at over 100,000. Of the total number of 
looms employed, the jute industry accounts for about 1,000 
mechanical and rather more than 100 of the “ Jacquard” and 
hand type. (Foreign Office, Miscellaneous Series, 610.)

The Board of Trade have received a copy of the “ Natal Govern- 
' ment Gazette” for 26th April last, containing a 
winee Bill which has been passed by the Natal Legis- 
Telegraphy. lative Assembly with a view of amending the 
Telegraphs Act of 1901. 
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Miscellaneous. 





The present Bill, it is stated, will provide that :-— 

‘The Colonial Government shall have the sole and exclusive 
right to transmit telegrams from, or to receive telegrams trans- 
mitted to this Colony, by sea or by land, by means of any agency 
other than a wire continuously connecting the points of trans- 
mission and reception.” 

‘‘ No person shall, except on behalf of the Colonial Government, 
make, equip, or use within this Colony any station, machine, 
installation or apparatus capable of being used for the purpose of 
transmitting or receiving wireless telegrams.” 

“ Any person contravening this section, and any person trans- 
mitting or receiving a wireless telegram contrary to the provisions 
of this Act, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 1,000/. sterling, 
or to be imprisoned, with or without hard labour, for any term not 
exceeding five years, or to both such fine and imprisonment; and 
any building, station, machine, installation, or apparatus lawfully 
made, erected or used for the purpose of transmitting or receiving 
wireless telegrams, may be destroyed by order of the Government.” 


GAMBIA. 
The Board of Trade have received, from the Collector of Customs at 
Bathurst, a report on*the Blue Book with 
regard to the trade of the Colony of the Gambia 
during the year 1903, from which the following 
particulars have been extracted :-—

0. A declaration of the applicant to the effect that in all questions 
respecting a trade-mark he will submit to the decision of the Mer-

BOARD OF TRADE. 
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The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board 


of Trade was established in 1899, in consequence of a report by a Depart- 


mental Committee, with a view to meet the constantly increasing demand 


for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, so far as it 
can be met by Government action. It is intended to be a centre at which 
information on all subjects of commercial interest shall be collected and 
focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, it is the duty 
of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford information in 
reply to all enquiries on commercial matters which may. be addressed to 
it, whether written or verbal. 

The office is housed at No. 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., and 
(subject to the Comptroller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and 
Labour Departments of the Board of Trade) is under the direction of 
Mr. T. Worthington. The Intelligence Branch endeavours, on applica- 
tion being made to it either personally or by letter, to supply information 
with regard to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; 
Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations; 


Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different ~ 


localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Sources of 
Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

In consequence of the transfer of the Imperial Institute to the Board 
of Trade from the beginning of last year, the work formerly carried on by 
the Commercial Intelligence Offices of the Imperial Institute is now con- 
ducted by the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Commercial Intelligence Branch is also in communication with 
the Imperial Institute at South Kensington, of which Professor Wyndham 
Dunstan, F.R.S., has been appointed director by the Board of Trade. 


Among the branches of work in charge of Professor Dunstan are the » 


scientific investigation of the economic products of the British Empire 
with a view to their commercial utilisation, and the superintendence of 
the arrangement and classification of the Collections of these products 
which are exhibited at the Institute. From time to time samples and 
specimens of raw and manufactured products will be shown in the sample 
room, at 73, Basinghall Street. 

The “Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch and 
intended for general information is conveyed to the public. The 
“ Journal” is now issued weekly at the price of ld.. Supplements to the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” are issued quarterly, under the title of the 
“Imperial Institute Bulletin,’ containing information and reports bear- 
ing on the work carried out in the Imperial Institute at South Kensington.
